the moſt perfect narrative of any thing 
of this nature hitherto extant, was the 
principal motive which induced me to 


republiſh it. 


A Trial of Witches. 
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At the Aſſizes and General Goal delivery, 
x held at Bury St. Edmunds for the County 
of Suffolk, tha Tenth of March, in the 
Sixteenth Year of the Reign of our So- 
vereign Lord King CHARLES II. before 
MaTTHEw HarLs, Knt. Lord Chief \ 
Baron of his Majeſty's Court of Exche- 
| quer; RosE CULLENDER and AMY 
| Dunxy, Widows, both of Leofteft in the 1

It was anſwered by the faid DoxoTHY 
DuRENT that ſhe very well knew that ſhe 
did not give ſuck, but that for ſome years 


before, ſhe had gone under the reputation 


of a Vitch, which was one cauſe made her 
give her the caution: Another was, that it 


was cuſtomary with old women, that if 


they did look after a ſucking child, and 


nothing would pleaſe it but the breaſt, 


they did uſe to Pleaſe the child to give it 
the breaſt,” and it did pleaſe the child, but 


it ſucked nothing but wind, which did the 


child hurt. Nevertheleſs after the depar- 


ture of this deponent, the- ſaid ' Amy 
did ſuckle the child: and after the return 


of the ſaid DoROT HVL, the ſaid Amy did 
acquaint her, that ſhe had given ſuck to the 


child, contrary to ber command. Where- 


upon the deponent was very angry with the 
faid Amy for the ſame; at which the ſaid 
AMY wa, very much diſcontented, and

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uſed many high expreſſions and threatning 
ſpeeches towards her; telling her, that ſhe 
had as good to have done otherwiſe than to 
have fault with her, and ſo departed 
out of | her houſe : and that very night her 
fon fell into firange fits of ſwounding, and 
was held in ſuch terrible manner, that ſhe 


was-much affirighted therewith, and ſo con- 


unued for divers weeks. *

And this deponent farther ſaith, that his 
children being thus tormented by all the 
fpace aforeſaid, and finding no hopes of 
amendment, he ſent them to his fifter's 
houſe, one MaxGarET ARNOLD, who 
lived at Yarmoduh, to make trial, whether 
the chance of the air might do them any 
good. And how, and in what manner 
they were afterwards held, be this deponent

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The children would in their fits cry out 
againſt Kos CULLENDER and AMY Du- 
NY, affirming that they ſaw them; and 
they threatened to torment them ten times 
more, if they complained of them. At 
ſome times the children (only) would ſee 
things run up and down the houſe in the 
appearance of mice; and one of them ſud- 
denly ſnapt one with the tongs, and threw it 
into the fire, and it ſcreamed out like a rat. 


At another time, the younger child be- 


ing out of her fits went out of doors to take 


a little freſh air, and preſently a little thing 
like a bee flew upon her face, and would 
have gone into her mouth, whereupon the 
child ran in all haſte to the door to get into 
the houſe again, ſcreaming out in a moſt 
terrible manner; whereupon this deponent 
made haſte to come to her, but before ſhe 
could get to her, the child fell into her 
ſwooning fit, and at laſt with much pain 
ſtraining herſe:f, ſhe vomited up a two- 
penny nail with a broad head; and after 
that the child had raiſed up the nail he

There was alſo Dr. 1 of Norwich,

And Mr. Pac did affirm, that within leſs 
than half an hour after the witches were con- 
victed, they were all of them reſtored, and 
ſlept well that night, feeling no pain; only 
Sus AN CHANDLER felt a pain like prick- 
ing of pins in her ſtomach. | 


After, they were all of them brought 
down to the court, but Ann DURENT was 
fo fearful to behold them, that ſhe defired 
ſhe might not ſee them. The other two 
continued in the court, and they affirmed 


in the face of the country, and before the 
witches 
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witches themſelves, what before had - been 
depoſed by theiggfriends and relations ; the 
priſoners not much contradicting them. In 
conclufion, the judge and all the court were 
fully ſatisfied with the verdict, and there- 
upon gave judgement againſt the witches 
that they ſhould be hanged. 


They were much urged to confeſs, but 


would not. 


That morning we departed for Cambridge, 
but no reprieve was granted; and they 
were executed on Monday the ſeventeenth 


of March following; but they confeſſed no- 
thing.
